mlting strenuous efforts to establish a regular radio program to be directed 
hsr Bias Roca, has failed to obtain radio time on Cuban stations*, it has 
encountered a general reluctance on the part of station owners tc penait the 
'Communists to use their facilities# This may be a result of pressure on 
several stations by the Cuban government to prevent the PSP from starting 
another anti-administration radio program® 


2 0 Gaspar Praarojo, owner of Union Radio, recently prevented the Communists 
from using his channels for a proposed Sunday program which the PSP wanted 
to spread propaganda for Lazaro Pena's Conf odor scion de Trabnj adores de 
Cuba (CTC). This program was to have bean directed by Pena and J aime 
Grsvalosa, Propaganda Secretary of the PSP# Although Pumarejo refused to 
give the PSP time for this program, the government has put pressure on 
other radio stations to keep Bias Hoea from going on the air® The Cuban 
government is aware of Itoca's present ascendancy in the political limelight 
ar.d is anxious to keep him off the air® Such broadcasts would not only help 
further the Communist cause but would also Increase Roca's political power 
among Cubcan workers who have not yet had an opportunity to hear him. 


3. The radio hour sponsored by Communist telephone workers and Communist workers 
in the Companxa Cubana de u*lectricidad was recently r> us p one I o(l by government 
order through the . inis toy of Communications, allegedly as a result of 
particularly violent attack against President Prio. This program, heard 
over station CLICK was used to attack Vicente Rubiera and Angel Cofino, 
directors of the telephone workers and workers in the Compania Cubans de 
RLectricidad respectively! the anti- Communist CTC and its leader,, Eusebio 
Mujal, as well as the government of Carlos Prio Coc arras. 


4<> In spite of this muffling of the PSP "voice," it still has a few outlets 
for its propaganda. Certain radio stations owned by individuals in 
opposition to the government or radio programs controlled by Communists or 
fellow travelers win probably give the PSP an opportunity to take advantage 
of this propaganda medium. Station COCO, owned by Guido Garcia Inclan, 
who is opposed to the Prio administration, has frequently defended the 
Communist CTC and has allowed Pena's CTC to use his broadcasting, fa
